Slashing the Tires of Justice 

Two friends got a couple arrested for kidnapping, assaulting, and robbing them—but none of it was true

T he tale sounded like bullshit 

from the start. On the morning of (: 
Valentine’s Day, a frantic woman l ' ; 
called 911 and told a dispatcher 
that her male friend “got beat up by a couple ‘ 

of guys” at Cal State Fullerton’s Fraternity 
Row, “and our [other] friend is missing.” 

The dispatcher calmly asked when 
everything happened. The worried voice on 
the other side chatted with the alleged male 
victim, Reef Bensworth, before responding 
that it was about an hour ago. “And you’re 
just calling now?” the dispatcher asked. 

Fullerton police quickly arrived to 
interview Bensworth, a Cal State Fullerton 
student, and search for the missing friend, 
Kirsten Wooley. Bensworth told the officers 
that the two had decided to park on Fra¬ 
ternity Row for a 6 a.m. stroll after a night 
of partying in downtown Fullerton with 
friends. But three angry Latino dudes with 
a pit bull interrupted their morning walk 
and accused them of slashing tires in the 
neighborhood. They beat up Bensworth 
before he managed to escape, leaving 
behind Wooley without her cell phone or 
purse. Bensworth later returned for the res¬ 
cue, but he couldn’t find her on Frat Row or 
at his home, which is when he had his other 
female friend call 911. 

Wooley reappeared two hours later with 
her own horror tale, according to a police 
report: Bensworth got jumped by six people; 
a bald man had dragged her by the hair to a 
garage; his friends made comments about 
raping and murdering her; a bald guy head¬ 
butted Wooley when she wouldn’t stop 
crying; the man and his girlfriend forced her 
into a Chevy Trailblazer and drove around 
from ATM to ATM, demanding Wooley give 
them $1,000. After she was able to pull only 
$500 from her mom’s card, the couple— 
openly complaining that Wooley had ruined 
their Valentine’s Day—drove the 22-year-old 
back to her La Habra Heights home after 
seeing Fullerton police cars outside Ben- 
sworth’s place and on Frat Row. 

Fullerton detectives noted Wooley had 
no bruising or markings from the supposed 
assault, but they went to Frat Row and con¬ 
ducted a search of the apartment of Josh 
Eddleman, a bald man whom police knew 
was on parole. While walking out, police 
noticed his girlfriend, Jerrie Harvey, driving 
a Trailblazer and pulled it over at gunpoint. 

They immediately arrested the two. “Is this 
about the girl I drove home?” she asked as 
they forced her into the squad car. 

At the police station, Harvey told the 
officers they had it all wrong: There was 
a confrontation, but it was Eddleman and 
his friends flagging down Bensworth and 
Wooley for slashing his tires. Wooley not 
only admitted that Bensworth had done it, 


but she also offered to pay for the damages. 
Furthermore, Wooley agreed to hop into 
the Trailblazer for a ride to Bensworth’s 
home so she could grab her purse and pull 
money to help pay for her pal’s mayhem. 

Police didn’t believe Harvey, and the 
Orange County District Attorney’s office 
(OCDA) charged her and Eddleman with 
felony kidnapping, robbery, burglary and 
assault, holding them on $1 million bail, 
which neither of them was able to make. 
The two were looking at 15 years to life if 
convicted. But Eddleman had a savior in 
his lawyer: Frederick Fascenelli not only 
got the case against his clients tossed out of 
court, but he also exposed the shoddy work 
of the Fullerton PD and OCDA. 

“The Fullerton police took Bensworth 
and Wooley’s story hook, line and sinker,” 
Fascenelli says. “I wish I could say that 
Fullerton PD just overlooked these glaring 
inconsistencies by mistake, but I doubt it. 
This story was about as absurd as A dingo 
took my baby.’” 

Armed with months of evidence that 
he and an investigator had gathered, Fas- 
cenelli’s magic started during a Sept. 29 
pretrial hearing before OC Superior Court 
Judge Nick Thompson. During a deposi¬ 
tion, he asked lead Fullerton detective Barry 
Coffman if he didn’t find the one-hour gap 
between Bensworth’s supposed escape and 
him having a friend call the police “a little 
strange.” After Coffman admitted it sounded 
weird, Fascenelli referred to bank videos 
that showed Wooley twice exiting the Trail- 
blazer to use an ATM machine without inci¬ 


dent. She had told investigators that she had 
seen officers twice, yet Fascenelli pointed 
out to Coffman that the video didn’t show 
her in any agitated state, nor did she ever try 
to flag down the police. “Didn’t you find that 
a little strange?” he again asked Coffman. 

Fascenelli wasn’t done. He presented the 
court with apartment surveillance-video 
stills showing Bensworth making a stab¬ 
bing motion at a car tire as Wooley looked 
on; she then darts off past trash bins with a 
mischievous grin. Bensworth follows with 
something sharp-looking in his hand, and 
then Wooley, Eddleman and another per¬ 
son return to the car, which is now mark¬ 
edly lower (you can see the full video at 
the online version of this story). Fascenelli 
asked Wooley’s mother under oath if that 
was her daughter on the stills; she claimed 
she couldn’t tell, even though the sequence 
offered a clear view. And when Fascenelli 
called Bensworth and Wooley to the wit¬ 
ness stand, the two pleaded the Fifth. 

Thompson promptly dismissed the 
case on Sept. 29, ending Eddleman and 
Harvey’s judicial nightmare. Free after sit¬ 
ting in Orange County jail for nearly eight 
months, Harvey finds her ordeal hard to 
put into words. “I thought my whole life 
was over,” she says. While locked away, 
the mother of three missed her son’s high 
school graduation. “That’s something I can 
never get back.” 

Eddleman was unavailable for comment. 

Harvey admits she should’ve just called 
the police on Bensworth and Wooley that 
day, but she didn’t because Wooley agreed 


to pay for the tire slashing. “I didn’t look 
at it like we were doing anything wrong 
because we weren’t,” Harvey adds. “I was 
just taking her to the bank... and then I 
took her home.” 

Fullerton police requested that all Weekly 
questions be passed on to the OCDA, who 
only offered, through spokesperson Roxi 
Fyad, “The case was dismissed, and we 
are now reviewing the case from all angles 
before a decision is made, and until then we 
won’t be commenting further.” 

But Fascenelli isn’t done fighting for 
Eddleman and Harvey. Making a false 
police report of a crime is a misdemeanor in 
California, punishable by up to six months 
in jail. “Coffman knows that Wooley and 
Bensworth have lied to the police and 
fabricated a story that put people in jail,” 
he says. “The Fullerton police department 
hasn’t reached out to Harvey and Eddle¬ 
man to ask if they want to press charges 
against these people.” 

There’s also the matter of the slashed 
tires, a vandalism charge under law. “I just 
don’t understand why the police didn’t 
investigate what we said,” Harvey says. 
After missing out on much of this year, she 
wants to move on, but not quite yet. “I have 
to rebuild my life, but I don’t think that 
justice has been done. I think their actions 
should have consequences.”

for major felony trials at Orange County's Cen¬ 
tral Justice Center in Santa Ana, public seats 
are firm, half-century-old wooden chairs. After 
aboutanhourofuse,theycausepainandprompt 
squirming that results in an annoying, continual 
symphony of creaks. Unlike the majestic Ronald 
Reagan Federal Courthouse a few blocks away, the 
beige walls and grayish, industrial-quality carpet 
feel a notch above a hastily constructed OMV sat¬ 
ellite office. Its only saving grace is large, south- 
west-facing windows that allow eighth-floor views 
to the Pacific Ocean and Long Beach, as well as 
afternoon sunlight. 

Pale from six years of pretrial confinement, Oan- 
iel Patrick Wozniak grabbed that view each time 
bailiffs escorted the local theater actor turned 


killer into the courtroom. There hasn’t been any 
question of guilt. Costa Mesa police detectives 
obtained a confession from Wozniak that he com¬ 
mitted a double murder in May 2010 while on the 
verge of financial ruin. The savageness of the kill¬ 
ings plus the freakish motive—to steal money for 
his planned wedding and honeymoon—landed on 

news- 


national television-news broadcasts and 
papers around the world. 

Only one question remained as of last month: 
Should 32-year-old Wozniak, a movie buff who had 
no violent criminal record prior to the homicides, 
receive California’s death penalty or live the rest 
of his life in prison without the possibility of parole 
(LWOP] for murdering Orange Coast College stu¬ 
dents Sam Herr, 26, and his 23-year-old friend Juri 
“Julie" Kibuishi?

Besides a jury that recommended death 
in January, the three main actors in this 
drama were Superior Court Judge John 
D. Conley, Senior Deputy District Attor¬ 
ney Matt Murphy and Assistant Public 
Defender Scott Sanders. Murphy and 
Sanders are among the elite lawyers in 
their respective public agencies. Neither 
suffers from a lack of intelligence, ingenu¬ 
ity or courtroom prowess, but the Woz¬ 
niak case turned once-friendly opponents 
into bitter enemies. 

Murphy—a gregarious Republican and 
skilled surfer known to captivate jurors 
with his charisma—hails the county’s 
criminal-justice system as righteous. 
Nobody better sells the notion of blemish- 
free cops straight out of 1950s Dragnet 
episodes. Nearly three years ago, the 
more progressive Sanders—a family man, 
a basketball enthusiast and the epitome 
of a relentless advocate for his clients— 
dropped a bombshell on that system, pro¬ 
ducing evidence of entrenched corruption 
over a span of three decades. The mess 
has become known as the Orange County 
jailhouse-informant scandal, and the 
results are undeniable. 

Tainted government acts involving 
unconstitutional scams, evidence hid¬ 
ing and perjury have wrecked at least 15 
cases, allowing accused murderers and 
attempted murderers to win new tri¬ 
als, walk free or grab severely reduced 
sentences. Last year, Judge Thomas M. 
Goethals recused District Attorney Tony 
Rackauckas and his entire office from 
People v. Scott Dekraai, another death- 
penalty case, because of ethical lapses. 
Rackauckas took a slam-dunk case against 
Dekraai, who committed the worst mass 
shooting in county history, and infuriated 
victims’ families by unnecessarily cheat¬ 
ing, a tactic that is prolonging the trial for 
years. A senior court official, Richard M. 
King, documented how the DA has tried 
to intimidate judges into being quiet about 
government misconduct. For her part, 
Sheriff Sandra Hutchens is pretending 
all unconstitutional deputy moves and 
deceitful testimony were benign accidents 
that benefited the prosecution 100 per¬ 
cent of the time. 

The ripple effect isn’t confined to 
Southern California. News outlets such 
as The New York Times, National Review, 
Huffington Post and the Washington Post 
have ridiculed the corruption. Last year, 
more than three dozen prominent legal 
scholars, including former capital-case 
prosecutors and former California attor¬ 
ney general John Van de Kamp, signed 
an open letter asking Attorney General 
Loretta Lynch to conduct a U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Justice investigation. 

However, not everyone appreciates 
Sanders’ revelations. The original Woz- 
niak judge, James A. Stotler, a former 
private attorney for the local sheriff’s 
union, recused himself from the case in 
2015 after confessing his desire to see the 


public defender humiliated and his repu¬ 
tation ruined. Pushing for the ultimate 
punishment, Murphy opposed the case’s 
transfer to Goethals, the judge in Dekraai, 
and the matter landed in early 2015 with 
Conley, a former prosecutor who loathes 
Sanders more than Stotler. He made no 
secret of his determination to send Woz- 
niak to Death Row with as little fanfare 
as possible. 

The judge’s feud with Sanders was per¬ 
sonal. While exposing the snitch scandal, 
the public defender unearthed Conley’s 
first-hand knowledge of informant abuse. 
When he was a deputy DA, the judge 
relied on notorious jailhouse snitch James 
Dean Cochrum to bolster a weak case 
in People v. William Evans, according to 
court records. 

It didn’t take long for Conley to abandon 
the appearance of neutrality during closing 
arguments in the guilt portion of Wozniak. 
On Jan. 7, following the judge’s schedul¬ 
ing announcement to the jury, Murphy 
went first, giving a superb, gut-wrenching 
performance for nearly four hours. That 
left Sanders only 70 minutes to speak. The 
following day, Conley decided “to level 
the playing field” by letting the prosecu¬ 
tor redo his closing statement for jurors 
who “may have difficulty recalling exactly 
what Mr. Murphy said on the various top¬ 
ics being discussed.” Outside the presence 
of the jury, a fight erupted, with Sanders 
claiming a last-minute scheduling change 
would signal to jurors that Conley hoped 
they’d impose the death penalty. Worried 
that a future appellate court might not 
appreciate his ham-fisted strategy, the 
judge reluctantly retreated. 

But Conley’s hostility never subsided. 
During the last month of the case, he 
repeatedly glared at Sanders, played 
dumb to simple points a child could 
grasp, mocked other arguments and 
hinted at issuing contempt charges if he 


didn’t feel adequately respected during 
proceedings. Meanwhile, the septuage¬ 
narian judge smirked on several occa¬ 
sions, unable to hold back his glee after 
unnerving the public defender by reject¬ 
ing his requests for records that, in Sand¬ 
ers’ view, potentially could save Wozniak 
from the death penalty. 

By law, jurors are entitled to learn of 
key mitigating factors about a defendant’s 
life before deciding whether to vote for 
or against state execution. According to 
Sanders, cops only surrender records that 
help prosecutors. For example, defense 
attorneys believe deputies devise scams 
to entrap capital-case inmates awaiting 
sentencing by having a snitch offer illegal 
narcotics or a weapon. If the unwitting 
target accepts the contraband, prosecu¬ 
tors tell jurors the defendant is a hopeless 
recidivist undeserving of any punishment 
break. If, however, the target declines the 
offer, evidence of the entrapment attempt 
gets lost and, thus, goes unknown to the 
defense as a factor for mitigation. Such 
scenarios are preposterous to Conley. He 
vouched for the honesty of jail-scandal- 
tied deputies who’ve already been accused 
in Dekraai of perjury for feigning severe 
memory loss about their conduct and the 
whereabouts of documents. 

With a Sept. 23 sentencing date pend¬ 
ing in Wozniak, the judge also concocted 
a juvenile plot, sealing an already- 
redacted, 185-page defense brief filed 
on Sept. 9. Sanders correctly predicted 
Conley wouldn’t release the filing, which 
contained additional accusations of law- 
enforcement corruption, until after Mur¬ 
phy was allowed to first publicly distrib¬ 
ute his reply—the gist: it’s all nonsense—to 
the sealed document. Giving the pros¬ 
ecutor a three-day head start, the judge 
finally unsealed Sanders’ brief on Sept. 

21, and two days later, with reporters still 
trying to digest defense claims, he tersely 


declared his lack of interest. He said he’d 
presided over a “fair trial” and announced 
death as the appropriate punishment. 

At 5:24 a.m. on Oct. 3, Wozniak left 
for his one-way trip to San Quentin State 
Prison’s condemned row. Conley, Mur¬ 
phy and the victims’ families, who’ve 
been remarkably strong throughout the 
ordeal, are relieved. But Sanders contin¬ 
ues to protest. 

“Given a decades-old history in Orange 
County of government agents refusing to 
turn over evidence and covering up those 
failures—plus the fact that those failures 
and cover-ups continue to this day—we 
have a system in which the imposition of 
death is arbitrary and capricious,” he said. 
“We can’t send defendants to Death Row 
based on dishonest litigation.” 

Tell that to Rackauckas. 

C alifornia carried out its first 
state execution in 1893 with 
the hanging of Jose Gabriel, a 
Mission Indian convicted of 
murdering an elderly, San Diego County 
farming couple. In 1937, the state leg¬ 
islature changed the method of execu¬ 
tion to lethal gas. During the next three 
decades, 194 convicted criminals (even 
ones who committed only kidnapping 
for ransom, robbery or extortion) were 
killed using that method. Beginning 
in 1967 and continuing for the next 25 
years, U.S. Supreme Court rulings ended 
state-sponsored executions, calling them 
cruel and unusual punishment. In 1978, 
voters approved a statewide proposi¬ 
tion to re-enact the death penalty with 
reforms such as limiting eligible offenses 
to only special-circumstance murders 
and requiring the California Supreme 
Court to automatically review each case. 
Since then, more than 900 convicted 
defendants, including about 67 from

Orange County, have landed on Death 
Row. Yet, according to the state Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections and Rehabilitation, 
there have been only 13 executions and 
none in the past decade. 

To Rackauckas, the state waits too long 
considering appeals and, thus, isn’t kill¬ 
ing Death Row inmates fast enough. The 
conservative DA has a long history on 
the topic. In the 1980s, he took a leave of 
absence as a homicide prosecutor to head 
a corporate-funded campaign against 
Rose Bird, then the chief justice of the 
California Supreme Court. Bird, a Jerry 
Brown appointee, helped overturn 64 
capital-case punishments. An overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of voters unseated her and 
two other justices in the 1986 election. 
Rackauckas went on to become a superior 
court judge in 1993 and, five years later, 
won an open contest to serve as DA. Hop¬ 
ing to block his political nemesis, Repub¬ 
lican county supervisor Todd Spitzer, he’s 
promising to run for a fifth round in 2018. 
If he wins, he’ll enter that four-year term 
close to the age of 76. 

But Rackauckas’ stint as DA has been 
a roller coaster of varying drama. While 
his staff deserves accolades for solving 
numerous difficult cases, his administra¬ 
tion suffers from troubling mismanage¬ 
ment and ethical woes. More than once, 
he has shielded political allies (George 
Argyros and Mike Carona, for example) 
from corruption charges. He ran a fun¬ 
draising operation that gave wealthy 
contributors OC district attorney’s office 
(OCDA) badges. In January, an outside 
committee Rackauckas handpicked at 
taxpayer expense to bolster his waning 
public image issued a report criticizing 
him for a win-at-all-costs mentality and a 
“failure of leadership,” noting he’d created 
an environment in which employees have 
“a palpable hesitation” to utter anything 
that challenges his stance that the office 
is, as he says, “perfect.” 

Other woes include ideological 
inconsistencies. He has been willing 
on occasion to advocate for the release 
of vicious, Mexican Mafia serial killers 
(for example, Oscar Moriel and Rene 
“Boxer” Enriquez) as exceptionally gen¬ 


erous rewards for aiding his prosecutors 
with snitch work. Never mind the trails 
of gory death Moriel and Enriquez cre¬ 
ated over periods of years; if you believe 
the DA, they became decent, trustwor¬ 
thy men while in custody and should be 
allowed to roam our streets again. The 
possibility for redemption is inexplica¬ 
bly a fickle concept. He adamantly wants 
the state to kill two men (Wozniak and 
Dekraai) who led crime-free lives until 
single, disastrous days in their lives. 

Winning swifter executions is Rack¬ 
auckas’ aim in the November elections. 
He’s currently helping to lead the cam¬ 
paign for Proposition 66, which is running 
a cutesy slogan about the death penalty: 
“Mend it. Don’t end it.” The idea behind 
the law-enforcement-generated ballot 
initiative is that defense lawyers are run¬ 
ning amok over prosecutors and judges. 

To curtail those alleged powers, the DA 
wants to trip his courtroom competitors 
with a self-serving double whammy. 

First, the proposed proposition gives 
habeas corpus appellate lawyers only 
one year to discover government dis¬ 
honesty and file their briefs. There’s no 
guessing about potential consequences. 
The odds of killing an innocent or 
cheated defendant rise. Given the reality 
that dirty cops are clever, it has taken 10, 
20, even 30 years (as in People v. Kenneth 
Clair) to uncover law-enforcement mis¬ 
deeds that tilted trials for prosecutors. 

Rackauckas’ plan also requires the 
defense to start the habeas corpus 
appeals process with the original trial 
judge, who is also given the weighty 
power to pick who represents the 
defendant at this stage. If Wozniak were 
stuck in such a system, consider his 
predicament: The first person who’d 
decide if the trial had been unfair would 
be Conley, the former Rackauckas col¬ 
league who’d already ignored complaints 
and is openly hostile to criticism of law 
enforcement. He thinks Sanders’ evi¬ 
dence of a rigged system, whether it’s a 
capital case or not, is gobbledygook. 

But the dirty cases don’t stop bubbling up. 

T he Santa Ana Police Depart¬ 
ment (SAPD) found Pedro 
“Tiger” Martin, a member of 
the F Troop criminal street 
gang, inside a bullet-riddled car in a park- 
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RACKAUCKAS 


ing lot on Nov. 17,2002. A 9 mm gunshot 
wound to the head caused Martin to bleed 
profusely, lose consciousness and, within 
minutes, die. With no eyewitnesses and no 
key forensic evidence at the crime scene 
to prompt an arrest, it became a cold 
case until SAPD detective Dave Rondou 
reopened the matter years later. 

He may not have looked the part, but 
the now-retired Rondou fancied himself 
a tough guy such as the kind you’ve seen 
in Hollywood flicks in which it’s hard to 
distinguish the difference between gruff 
cops and underworld characters. Numer¬ 
ous interrogation transcripts show him 
playing the cliched, don’t-give-a-crap, bad 
cop role—cussing and intimidating his 
subjects, always pretending to know more 
than he does. Rondou was an officer with a 
history of cutting deals that gave criminals 
sweetheart treatment if they fingered gov¬ 
ernment targets who otherwise couldn’t 
be tied to killings. (See, for example, the 
Weekly’s “Did Orange County’s Justice Sys¬ 
tem Imprison an Innocent Man for Mur¬ 
der?” Sept. 7,2016, and “DA Used Perjury 
Scam to Intimidate Defense Witness in 
Troubled Murder Case,” March 30,2016.) 

On Aug. 2, 2005, Rondou convinced 
Jaime Perea, a onetime member of 
the Seventh Street gang, to snitch 
about that outfit’s murders. Accord¬ 
ing to court records, Perea said that 
Juan Becerra admitted he and Jesse 
“Jesus” Madrigal killed Martin, as well 
as another rival at a second location. 
Perea added correct details to bolster 
his story: Madrigal drove an El Camino 
while Becerra, known to carry a 9 mm 
handgun, fired shots out the window 
at Martin. Perea also claimed Madrigal 
confirmed Becerra’s story. 

Two days after Perea’s statement, Ron¬ 
dou went to Madrigal, who was on the 
verge of being released from custody after 
serving time for a weapons-possession 
conviction, and made a threat: Identify a 
third participant in the killing, or “stand 
here by yourself and hold that big bag 
of shit by yourself.” A transcript of the 
encounter shows Madrigal pausing to 
think, Rondou pressing for an answer, and 
the inmate wondering out loud if he’ll get 
a benefit for naming a second gunman. 
Finally, he claimed Ricardo Salas had 
also been present and fired a .45-caliber 
weapon at Martin. 


SAPD arrested Salas in November 2005, 
but they had a problem. California law 
prohibits a conviction based solely on the 
claim of an alleged accomplice, and there 
was no other evidence tying him to the 
killing. For 19 months, Salas sat inside the 
Orange County Jail awaiting trial without 
ever confessing and Rondou unable to 
find any new damning evidence. 

Everyone familiar with the ongo¬ 
ing snitch scandal knows that Rack- 
auckas, whose DA career began in 
1972, insisted until June 2016 that he 
was unaware of a jailhouse-informant 
program, even though it had benefited 
him and his deputies in dozens and 
dozens of cases. Hutchens continues to 
pretend it doesn’t exist because the U.S. 
Supreme Court declared in 1964 that 
government officials and their agents, 
like snitches, can’t question charged 
defendants who have legal representa¬ 
tion. Instead, both law-enforcement 
officials credited luck with the number 
of times informants got placed next to 
government targets in an inmate popu¬ 
lation exceeding 6,200 and, even more 
miraculous, obtained case-saving con¬ 
fessions for prosecutors. Add Salas to 
that dubious category. 

In June 2007, sheriff’s deputies 
abandoned OC Sheriff’s Department 
(OCSD) classification policies to place 
Landon Horning, the 2 7-year-old son of 
a wealthy Newport Beach businessman 
and someone who’d wished he’d joined 
law enforcement, in Salas’ two-man cell. 
Even Conley might agree it’s suspicious 
that deputies would house an inmate fac¬ 
ing a simple failure-to-appear violation on 
a minor drug-possession charge with an 
accused murderous gangster on the verge 
of facing trial. But, as with all other simi¬ 
lar cases, the official OCDA and OCSD 
story is that the move was unintentional. 

When a judge ordered Salas to attend 
a June 18, pretrial courthouse hearing, 
deputies told him to leave the paperwork 
for his case in the cell. That file included 
police reports, transcripts, Madrigal’s 
statement and newspaper clips per¬ 
taining to the Martin killing. Five days 
later, Horning’s message to Rackauckas 
arrived at DA headquarters. He said he’d 
obtained “some information”—a detailed 
confession from Salas. According to court

records, he decided to share the tale out 
of a civic sense of duty, not to receive any 
personal benefit. 

Never mind that it’s practically unheard 
of for a poor, Latino cholo to quickly 
confide in a rich, Anglo inmate he didn’t 
know, there were other glaring problems 
with Horning’s account. He referred to 
his cellmate using his formal name listed 
in the court paperwork, Ricardo, even 
though Salas went by “Ricky.” He claimed 
Salas gave his confession while identifying 
Madrigal by his birth name “Jesus,” the 
name listed in court papers, even though 
Salas knew him only as “Jesse.” 

Perhaps most troubling with Horning’s 
story is his contention that Salas’ confes¬ 
sion put Madrigal in the driver’s seat, 
himself in the front passenger seat and 
Becerra in the back seat. Madrigal drove 
an El Camino. By design, that vehicle has 
no back seat. 

Orange County’s suburban-stacked 
juries have difficulty doubting even weak 
prosecution cases. In September 2008, 
Deputy District Attorney Allison Gyves 
used Madrigal and Horning, both of 
whom quietly received sweetheart deals, 
to convict Salas, a teenager at the time 
of the killing. A judge ordered him to die 
in prison, dispensing a life term, plus an 
additional 25 years. 

But jurors didn’t know the prosecution

team doctored the case to win. Before the 
trial, they released Horning from cus¬ 
tody early and moved him to Chico, 505 
miles from Orange County. The unethical 
shenanigans, which were kept secret, pre¬ 
vented Salas’ defense attorney, Houman 
Fakhimi, from meeting the government’s 
star witness in advance of the trial. 

Why hide Horning? 

It has taken a decade and the superb 
digging of Salas’ current appellate attor¬ 
ney, Pasadena-based Tarik S. Adlai, to 
learn the answer: OCDA artificially 
secured the witness’ credibility with the 
jury by burying records of his disturbing 
mental condition. 

Salas’ jurors and trial lawyer Fakhimi 
were kept clueless that at the time Horn¬ 
ing claimed he’d won the confession, his 


history included “malingering and false 
reporting,” according to newly obtained 
court records. Those same government 
documents not only outline how the snitch 
“hears voices and... [is] schizo, obsessive- 
compulsive and paranoid,” but also how 
he smuggled drugs into the jail via his anal 
cavity, attempted to hang himself, pre¬ 
tended to be deaf and blind with deputies, 
suffers severe brain damage from traffic 
accidents, and had been diagnosed with 
schizophrenia and bipolar disorders. 

□ n a recent morning near the 
courthouse where he’s often 
treated as a pariah, Sanders 
voiced frustration that law- 
enforcement officials continue to dodge 
accountability. The public defender hopes 


citizens will reject the Rackauckas-backed 
Prop. 66 and instead support Proposition 
62, which abolishes the death penalty and 
requires special-circumstance-murder 
inmates to serve life terms with no possi¬ 
bility for release, work prison day jobs and 
pay restitution to victims. If successful, 
the measure will save taxpayers an esti¬ 
mated $150 million per year. 

Sanders advises voters wavering on 
the dueling propositions to think of Salas’ 
plight inside a High Desert State Prison 
cell and other defendants who would 
have never learned about how they were 
cheated if Prop. 66 had gone into effect 
before the discovery of the informant 
scandal in 2014. Last December, Deputy 
DA Andrew Bugman, playing the loyal 
yes-man for Rackauckas, appeared in 
court to claim attacks on the Salas con¬ 
viction are “conspiracy theories” unwor¬ 
thy of judicial consideration. There is no 
snitch scandal in Orange County, Bug- 
man added. 

An incredulous Sanders differs. 

“The Salas case powerfully demon¬ 
strates a deeply disturbing, win-at-all¬ 
costs culture inside the DA’s office, which 
doesn’t want the defendant to get a new, 
fair trial,” he said. “Considering their 
agencies have so often hidden evidence 
favorable to defendants facing murder 
charges and state execution, it’s sickening 
that Rackauckas and Hutchens want the 
government to kill inmates faster, and then 
pretend that would be genuine reform.”

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It’s a Shore Thing 

The Shwack Cantina gets California beach culture’s take on Mexican food right

I f you encountered the Shwack Can¬ 
tina at, say in Terminal B at John 
Wayne, you’d probably think its surf 
theme insincere—a parody of itself, 
much like what the airport’s Hobie Sand 
Bar currently is. But here in San Clem¬ 
ente, the Shwack Beach Cantina feels as 
though it’s part of the landscape. The surf¬ 
boards, the obligatory Endless Summer - 
esque motifs and action shots of surfers 
skimming cresting waves—you don’t blink 
at any of it since they feel as organic as 
those autographed celebrity headshots at 
Carnegie Deli accumulated over decades. 

This Shwack is a spinoff of Dana Point’s 
the Shwack Beach Grill, which I haven’t 
been to, but I assume it’s also steeped in surf 
culture. It reminds me of Wahoo’s Fish Taco 
in its early days, before it franchised, when 
it was just a local joint that actual surfers 
loved. If, in the near future, the Shwack 
decides to expand, I wouldn’t doubt it 
would give Wahoo’s a run for its money. 

The cantina itself is split into thirds: a 
bar, a dining room with two flat-screen 
TVs tuned to sports, and a patio with 
comfy couches coveted by everyone who 
comes here for brunch on weekends. It’s 
an ultra-casual, order-and-pay-at-the- 
counter kind of restaurant. You pour your 
own soft drinks, and there’s a tip jar next 
to the register. But the food is delivered by 
servers who will subsequently check on 
you and clear empty plates, even if they’re 
not expected to. 

During breakfast hours, almost every 
customer orders Bloody Marys to wash 
down meals as light as two breakfast tacos 
for $5.50 or as monumental as the Nachos 
de la Manana, an unreasonable amount of 
tortilla chips topped with scrambled eggs; 
tiny, fried, cubed potatoes; sausage; and 
an impossibly rich cheese sauce that has 
the effect of slowing your chew and initial 
enthusiasm down to a slog. We ordered 
the latter, and it took the two of us nearly 
an hour of channeling our inner Adam 
Richmans to whittle it down to two- 
thirds. We couldn’t even bring ourselves 
to box up the leftovers. 

If you don’t have three other people 
with you, the huevos rancheros is a far 
better choice. It’s one of the best renditions 
I’ve had in a while because it’s also one 
of the spiciest. Its hotness came without 
warning: One minute, I was cutting off 
a piece of the lightly fried corn tortilla, 
some black beans, eggs and enough of the 
ranchero sauce to fit on my fork; the next 
minute, I was reaching for my water. It’s 
a real Mexican dish from a real Mexican 
kitchen—a natural bridge to the dinner 
menu, where even more spectacular plates 
reveal themselves. The chile verde— 


chunks of meltingly soft pork sauteed, then 
braised in a piquant tomatillo sauce—was 
flawless. And the cantina steak, cut into 
thick strips and sold for less than $13, actu¬ 
ally tasted of its chile-lime marinade and 
was so tender my fork easily sliced into it. 

The steak, as with the others in the “Pla- 
tos Grandes” part of the menu, comes with 
two sides from a choice of four. The Span¬ 
ish rice was scrumptious, the black beans 
addicting, and the borracho -style pinto 
beans had strips of bacon in it. But the 
sauteed veggies—a stir-fry full of onions, 
zucchini and peppers—could’ve conceiv¬ 
ably been folded inside a tortilla to func¬ 
tion as its own meal. The care the kitchen 
staff took in making what could’ve been a 
throwaway side dish spoke volumes. 

Then there were the fried onion strips 
that topped my steak. I didn’t expect 
them. The menu didn’t say they were 
included. In fact, the restaurant could 
have justifiably charged me extra for 
them. But these battered petals—well- 
seasoned and as decadent as Outback’s 
Bloomin’ Onion—elevated what was 
already a great steak at a great price into 
stratospheric levels. 

I saw this kind of attention to detail 
even in the Tijuana papas—an appetizer 
that the Shwack’s kitchen staff could’ve 
easily decided to shortcut with frozen 
potato wedges a la Jack in the Box. 

Instead it used what tasted like real, hand- 
cut tubers, frying them to crunchy outer 
crusts and fluffy innards before covering 
them with cheese sauce, avocado chunks, 
crumbled bacon and drizzles of cream. 

This isn’t to say the Shwack was above 
using, say, a Velveeta-like substance in 
its queso dip, which had the perfectly 
cooked, blackened curls of shrimp floating

above a rapidly congealing bowl of spicy, 
cheesy lava. And there were some dishes 
that puzzled me, such as the curiously 
dense Chickadees: deep-fried, marble¬ 
sized, ground-chicken meatballs that 
tasted like compacted versions of those 
dinosaur-shaped chicken nuggets from the 
gorcery-store freezer section. But at least 
the Shwack attempts and succeeds at true 
beach culture—are you listening, Hobie’s?

H untington Beach will always con¬ 
sider itself working-class, and the 
proof is in the most popular restaurants 
'round town: breakfast cafes, Thai 
spots, taquerias , delis, juice bars, all 
genres in which cheap prices yield 
you heaping portions. That's why I'm 
always surprised that teriyaki dives 
never really took off in Surf City. Oh, 
you'll find some Waba Grills, but the 
teriyaki bowl doesn't dominate city 
stomachs as it does in, say, Anaheim 
or SanTana. 

Really, residents who want to gorge 
themselves on the humble, filling meal 
should stick to Yamas Teriyaki House. It 
has been around for years now, a place 
that's bigger than it should be because 
all it does is beef, chicken, shrimp and 
veggies, served inside a bowl or as a 
plate—that's it. But the execution is 
legit: The meat is always thick and suc¬ 
culent, the rice acting as a sponge to 
absorb any meat juices. Drown it with 
the bottles of teriyaki sauce, Sriracha 
and Tabasco provided on all tables. 
There's a cooler with sodas, a rack with 
chips and a soda fountain—and that's 
the restaurant. 

Yamas' teriyaki is good enough that 
there's a second spot in Westminster. 

For $7, it's buck-for-buck as filling a meal 
as you'll find. It's working-class to the 
core—so why isn't it more popular in 
Huntington Beach? I'd say that teriyaki 
bowls are too prole for the city—it's 
just plain food nowadays, the Asian 
equivalent of chicken pot pie and other 
Midwest dishes that long ago fell out 
of favor. Maybe it's because I grew up 
on teriyaki bowls, but I feel OC food¬ 
ies should give the grub more respect, 
starting at Yamas. 

On that note: Last time I was at the 
HB branch, I overheard a conversation 
between the owner and a longtime 
customer. Seems Yamas had a great 
summer, but the fall has been slow. 

So go help out Yamas, gentle read¬ 
ers—sure, it's just teriyaki bowls, but 
that's like saying Vin Scully was just 
someone who talked.

Y ou know pho, banh mi, craw¬ 
fish and Asian Garden Night 
Market, but do you know 
banh cuon? It’s like a spring 
roll meets an omelet, with steamed-rice 
sheets enveloping all sorts of stuffing- 
just a little banh cuon goes far. There are 
only a few specialists of the dish in Little 
Saigon, and one of the newer ones is 
Banh Cuon Luu Luyen.

UberEATS now delivers in Long Beach—but is it worth it? 


W hen I first moved to Long 
Beach, getting dinner 
delivered was a drag. Not 
wanting to cook a meal 
meant dancing between dialing the phone 
for another mediocre late-night pie from 
Big E’s Pizza or calling for some white¬ 
washed noodles and curry from the few 
Thai places that staff a driver. But with 
the advent of delivery services such as 
Postmates, DoorDash, GrubHub, Amazon 
Prime Now and even the city’s own Mari¬ 
time Bike Courier service—which has 
signed up dozens of never-before-deliv¬ 
ered restaurants, including MVPs on 4th 
Street and Eat 24—all that is changing. 

It might have taken some time for the 
big-name delivery-on-demand companies 
to make an effort here, but 2016 is the year 
that all kinds of food and drinks from hun¬ 
dreds of restaurants, grocery stores, coffee 
shops and juice bars across the city are 
finally available at the click of a button or 
with a quick scroll on a phone. Where Long 
Beach was once lacking in delivery options, 
now there are almost too many. Not only 
are you tasked with deciding which restau¬ 
rant you want food from, but you must also 
decide which app to use to have it delivered. 

I’ve tried Postmates, DoorDash and 
GrubHub in the recent past to order 
things such as catfish po’ boys from 
Crazy Creole Cafe, bibimbap bowls from 
all-time-fave Sura and plates of polio 
mesapa from Honduras Kitchen when 
the pajamas are stuck on my body and the 
cravings just won’t quit. Yet none of them 
has been as simple, cheap or adventure- 
encouraging as I’d hoped. Then Uber¬ 
EATS finally launched its delivery service 
in Long Beach (though not its “instant” 
lunch service), making it the last of the 
competing big-name gig economy apps to 
start serving the city. Its arrival in a now- 
crowded market—despite being almost 
two years after the ride-sharing service’s

initial attempt at food delivery (then 
called UberFresh) first dropped in LA 
and six months after Uber rolled out the 
standalone app—is still a game changer. 

For one, UberEATS has a flat $5 deliv¬ 
ery fee, meaning it costs the same (tip is 
included) to get you food from Los Altos 
as it does from downtown. Secondly, that 
flat fee doesn’t come with any hidden 
agendas. The menu prices listed for the 
25 restaurants the app currently contracts 
with appear to match what the place itself 
would charge if you bought it there, and 
unlike Postmates, through which a $10 
dish can turn into a $22 order after hefty 
delivery and service fees, there is noth¬ 
ing extra to pay here except tax. Uber’s 
investment in some pretty food photog¬ 
raphy for popular dishes at each restau¬ 
rant-including places that are harder to 
find or nonexistent on apps, including 
Hamburger Mary’s, Halal Guys, Bo-Beau 
and Gaucho Grill—is another nice differ¬ 
entiation. It helps speed along the deci¬ 
sion-making, reassuring you that what is 
described will appear as promised. 

On several orders made in one week, 
the whole process, from hitting confirm 
to food in hand, took around 30 minutes 
(you’re pinged when the courier leaves 
the restaurant with your food), which 
is not much longer than I would have 
waited if I were sitting at a table inside 
and far faster than any other time I’ve 
tried to have food brought to my home. 
With all the new delivery services flood¬ 
ing Long Beach, we’ll never have to dial 
up for a mediocre dinner again.

Our guide to this year’s OC Film Fiesta

T exan singers, art docs, resis¬ 
tance fighters, James Dean, 
silent films and Juan Gabriel: 
These are just some of the 
thrilling characters and topics gracing the 
screen at this year’s OC Film Fiesta, which 
kicks off Thursday, Oct. 13. This always- 
evolving festival runs longer than most, 
spanning four weekends this month with 
lesser-known cultural flicks and fascinating 
documentaries that otherwise wouldn’t get 
the wide-release treatment they deserve 
(and did we mention James Dean?). Con¬ 
sider this your cinematic passport to global, 
under-the-radar gems you can brag about 
seeing to your other film-geek friends. 

Here are this year’s highlights. 

SILENT FILMS 

Carl Dreyer’s 1928 film The Passion of Joan 
of Arc, with the magnetic performance of 
lead actress Renee Falconetti, is probably 
the most-screened silent feature ever, and 
it closes the festival at Bowers Museum. 
But we guarantee you’ve never heard of 
the 1917 Mexican silent film Tepeyac, a 
quasi-religious love story about a woman 
who seeks spiritual guidance from La 
Virgen de Guadalupe, the Virgin Mary for 
Catholic Mexicans, after she learns her 
boyfriend is in peril. Miraculously, he sur¬ 


vives, and the grateful couple visit the Vir¬ 
gin at her holy altar at La Villa de Tepeyac. 
The screening notably coincides with the 
Bowers’ exhibition on La Virgen de Gua¬ 
dalupe, “Images in Colonial Mexico.” 

Then, of course, there is Wara Wara, 
a 1930 silent film imported from Bolivia. 
Directed by famed Bolivian filmmaker Jose 
Maria Velasco Maidana, Wara Wara tracks 
a rocky love story between the titular char¬ 
acter, an Incan princess played by Juanita 
Taillansier, and a Spanish conquistador 
during the conquest of the Inca Empire. 

RIP, JUAN GABRIEL 

Though he only appears for a limited 
cameo, Juan Gabriel’s presence is felt and 
heard throughout the opening-night fea¬ 
ture, tQue Le Dijiste a Dios? The musical 
comedy, which includes many of Gabriel’s 
songs, gets the Film Fiesta treatment, mean¬ 
ing you can booze it up at Bowers’ Tangata 
happy hour/wine tasting while partaking 
in a Q&A sesh with director Teresa Suarez 
and actor Carlos Yorvick. The official after¬ 
party takes place across the street at the 
classy banquet hall the Green Parrot. 

BOLIVIAN CLASSICS 

There’s a heavy emphasis on Bolivian 
cinema this year, featuring some real 


humdingers from art-house director Jorge 
Sanjines, including 1966’s Yawar Mallku 
(Blood of the Condor ), a low budget, 
guerrilla-style story depicting the coun¬ 
try’s own anger toward foreign-aid groups 
conducting illegal sterilizations on Que- 
chua women. In this fictionalized drama, 
indigenous people fight back against their 
faux-Peace Corps aggressors for the dam¬ 
age done to their community. Sanjines’ 
Ukamau (And So It Is) follows a vengeful 
widower hunting down the man who 
raped and murdered his young wife. And 
in La Nacion Clandestina, Sanjines’ most 
lauded work, a coffin maker treks across 
the country to his rural hometown to pay 
penance for the war crimes he committed 
years earlier. 

HOLLYWOOD GIANTS 

OC Film Fiesta presents a 60th-anniver- 
sary screening of the George Stevens clas¬ 
sic Giant, starring Elizabeth Taylor, Rock 
Hudson, James Dean and Dennis Hopper. 
This story about feuding Texas ranch- 
hands—which treads through themes of 
power, greed and racism—secured a sec¬ 
ond Best Actor nomination for Dean, who 
perished in a car accident before the film’s 
release. Patrons are encouraged to partici¬ 
pate in a 1950s costume contest and check 


out live music, a classic-car show and a 
reading from the 1952 Edna Ferber novel 
on which the film is based. Preceding the 
film is a screening of the PBS-produced 
documentary Children of Giant, which 
chronicles the memories and experiences 
of the residents of Marfa, the setting of 
Giant and location for the film’s shoot. 

AND MORE! 

Other notable documentaries in the fiesta 
include No Mas Bebes, the eye-opening 
documentary on the ongoing practice of 
doctors sterilizing Mexican immigrant 
women without their consent; a student- 
produced entry on the Cypress Street 
Mural Restoration project, a massive 
artistic undertaking by artist Emigdio 
“Higgy” Vasquez to restore the mural in 
Orange originally painted by his father, 
famed Chicano painter Emigdio Vasquez; 
and Mele Murals, a Tadashi Nakamura- 
directed documentary on how graffiti and 
street art helped troubled and lost Hawai¬ 
ian youths reclaim their lives and shape 
their futures.

Not Fade Away 

Huntington Beach Art Center embraces death with great multicultural art exhibit

I can’t imagine a better series of 

images to open Huntington Beach 
Art Center’s “Memento Mori: 
Skulls & Bones In Art” exhibit 
than Peter Zokosky’s triptych Reveal. 
The oil-on-panel paintings are done 
in a lush Romantic style: a woman 
sits in the same pose at a river bank 
for all three. In the first, her skeleton 
demurely dips her bones 
into the water; in the sec¬ 
ond, the skeleton is now 
covered with a network of 
musculature; the third fea¬ 
tures her in the flesh. 

Depending on how you 
decide to read that—left to 
right or right to left—she’s 
either assembled by an 
unseen hand or stripped 
to the bone. The theme 
of death, as well as the 
healthy embrace of it, is 
at the core of curator Phil 
Roberts’ thorough exhibi¬ 
tion, its images reminding 
us that Halloween does not 
own the month of Octo¬ 
ber, especially now that 
its Mexican cousin, Dia de 
los Muertos, is becoming 
increasingly popular. 

Melissa Cooke’s graphite- 
on-paper The Between 
Spaces: Skull Face offers 
another riff on Zokosky’s 
theme, this time focus¬ 
ing on decay, with a skull 
superimposed over a human 
face, off-kilter, so that the 
orbitals are on the cheek, 
making it look as if much of 
the face has been scooped 
out and removed, the nasal 
aperture on the chin a gaping leprosy. 
Daniel du Plessis’ remarkable oil-on-panel 
Miss me, miss me , miss me has two skel¬ 
etal hands holding onto a strand of pearls, 
working as a commentary on both “taking 
it with you” and the imagined loneliness 
of the dead. The panel’s decorative black 
frame, a 49-by-38 Gothic monstrosity (and 
I mean this in a good way) composed of 
found objects (toy flowers, spiders and 
flies), amid polymer and epoxy clays, sur¬ 
rounds the image like a funeral wreath. 

Local artist Laurie Hassold regularly 
uses real bones in her arresting organic/ 
fantasy creature sculptures. In Fertile 
Morte , febrile spurs plunge out of the 
top of a vaguely aviary skull, the long 
vertebra connected to it spreading out 
into more twining appendages. Inside 
the skull are small wonders waiting 


for your discovery: eggs and a nest, 
sea anemone, tiny dinosaurs. Another 
piece, Pink Frost, is part clam shell, part 
pink open maw. Its tiny clitoral pearls 
and spindly legs are reminiscent of the 
shape-shifting alien in John Carpenter’s 
version of The Thing. Meanwhile, Joshua 
Harker’s complex, 3D-printed polyam¬ 
ide lattice skull in Til Death Do Us Part 


looks as if it has been knitted out of a 
sturdy plastic lace, working magic with 
its visual cliches of marriage: wedding 
rings, arrows through hearts, chains. His 
Crania Anatomica Filigre: Binary contin¬ 
ues that theme, with its delicate-looking 
skull and the tinier version nested inside, 
building on the idea of couples as physi¬ 
cally and symbolically bound together. 

Maureen Shields’ emulsion-and-ink 
skull designs on vintage porcelain plates 
are a clever conceit, such as a child’s mug 
with a troll hiding under the chocolate 
milk. The only thing that would have 
made them cleverer would have been if 
they’d been bone china. The 20 acrylic- 
on-wood panel skulls painted by Noah 
Scalin, displayed in a grid, are culled from 
the much-larger 100 Painted Skulls. I’d 
like to see what an entire wall covered 


with the glaring brainpans would look 
like. Marie-Pascale Gautheron’s paintings 
have a visual kinship with Grey’s mystical 
woo-haw, but I couldn’t help admiring the 
vibrancy and craftsmanship of her work, 
especially her colorful acrylic-on-wood 
panel Crystal Forest. Featuring an elegant 
skeleton in a tehuana- style headdress 
bedecked with laughing calaveras, six-pet- 
aled flowers growing out 
of a human heart held 
in her hand, moths and 
fireflies flitting about 
her, it provides a searing 
visual. Jorge Gutierrez’s 
graffiti-inflected, acrylic 
portraits of Mickey 
Mouse ( Super Muerto 
Mouse ) and Harry Pot¬ 
ter [La Del Nihito Brujo 
(Horacio de las Ollas 
aha Harry Potter )] 
and Dora the Explorer 
[Original Gangsta (Dora 
La Sad Eyes)] are only 
tangentially related 
to the theme of the 
show—there are skulls 
in them—but they’re a 
welcome addition. A joy 
to look at and a mood 
leavener to the weighty 
subject matter displayed 
around them; they’re as 
big, bright and beauti¬ 
ful as his animated film, 
The Book of Life. 

Several Dia de los 
Muertos altars close the 
exhibition in the last 
gallery.

It 
seems a fitting place to add a personal cel¬ 
ebration, honoring a loved one by helping 
them symbolically through that most dif¬ 
ficult of all spiritual journeys ... and doing 
so amid an emotional, moving, contempla¬ 
tive amount of truly striking artwork.

Freaky In Fullerton 

I f there's one thing all horror-film-lovers 
can acknowledge, its that it takes a 
village to make a screamfest look really, 
reeeaaaally good, from the lighting to the 
acting to the special effects. And as they've 
evolved in the recent decades, so has the 
artistry behind them. Special FX house 
Abracadaver Productions has answered 
the call for quality props for decades to 
make films look as fantastic as possible, 
effectively either blowing your mind or 
killing your ability to sleep hours later. 

Since the mid-1980s, the Fullerton- 
based studio has built props, molds, 
sculptures, makeup and special FX 
rigs for theme parks, Hollywood films, 

TV shows, music videos and haunted 
houses worldwide. A quick browse 
through its impressive resume shows 
it has supplied props and architectural 
sculptures for Disney theme park rides 
around the globe, including Toon Town, 
Indiana Jones Adventure and Tower 
of Terror, as well as for Knotts Scary 
Farm. It has also handled the special FX 
makeup and props for the films Alien 
Resurrection; Earth Girls Are Easy, 
PumpkinHead) Friday the 13th III, I I/and 
V, Jaws 3, and Cujo, just to name a few. 

All design, sculpting and manufacturing 
takes place in a warehouse nearthe train 
tracks. Shaping the look and feel of many 
films and haunted-house attractions is all 
in a day's work for Larry Carr, a makeup 
and special FX artist who had already had 
his share of success in the industry and 
wanted to take on larger assignments 
when he started the company. "I enjoy 
seeing customers' reactions with our new 
products or when we've done a custom 
sculpting job and they see their vision 
come to life," Carr says. 

The company vends at multiple 
Southern California horror and Flalloween- 
centric events throughout the year and 
hosts an open house and Flalloween mar¬ 
ket every summer in July.

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Gabby Says Goodbye

Y ears from now, when Orange 
County fans of the Cadil¬ 
lac Tramps look back on 
the band’s legacy, they’ll 
remember loud guitars and a rumbling 
rhythm section that created chaos in the 
pit and bent genres to their will. They’ll 
remember late nights and wild shows 
that defined the golden era of the Orange 
County music scene in the early 1990s. 
They’ll remember the highlights that 
earned them a shot at the big time, and 
the lowlights that nearly tore them apart. 
But most important, they’ll remember 
Mike “Gabby” Gaborno, the front man 
who laughed in the face of death. 

Gaborno’s devilish belly laugh on the 
song “Hoodoo Guru,” the opener on 
1993’s Tombstone Radio, reminds us that 
this band will always be tougher than 
anything that has tried to take them down. 
As long as OC’s ultimate punk-rock vato 
is banging his head, telling dirty jokes 
and making people laugh, nothing could 
ever touch him—not heartbreak, not 
drug addiction, not even liver cancer. His 
battle with the Big C comes on the heels 
of a tough recovery from a heart attack, a 
stroke, diabetes, and liver and renal fail¬ 
ure. Several years ago, doctors told him he 
was lucky to be alive. 

“Looking back at it now, I’m like, 

'How lucky am I to even make it to 51?’” 
Gaborno says. “I look at it and say, 'Wow, I 
don’t think the average cat would’ve made 
it through that.’” 

Last week, the Tramps played at Alex’s 
Bar, their Long Beach home away from 


home, in honor of Gaborno’s 51st birthday 
(he also celebrated his 50th there, but with a 
roast). It was an important one, not only for 
him, but also for the fans and friends who 
can attest to the healing power that music 
has. He recently announced via Facebook 
that his cancer has spread to his stomach, 
which is sort of ironic, as it’s his gut that 
Gaborno always makes a point to clutch 
with both hands onstage (especially back 
when he was a lot heftier) as he lets out that 
loud laugh. The news struck a huge blow 
to the punk scene. “It’ll be filled with lots of 
hugs, lots of hellos and lots of goodbyes,” 
Gaborno said prior to the Alex’s Bar show. “I 
really didn’t think I’d make it past 51, so this 
is a milestone, man. I just got to celebrate 
my son’s birthday; I’m amazed that he’s 
gonna be able to celebrate one with me.” 

Since his diagnosis, Gaborno says, 
he has pledged to continue living in the 
moment, just as he always has, with fam¬ 
ily, friends and fans of his music helping 
him through it. “It’s such an amazing sup¬ 
port system,” he says, “and how lucky am 
I to grow up where I’ve grown up and had 
this scene backing me up?” 

Earlier this year, the story of the Tramps 
was translated into a documentary 
directed by Jamie Sims Coakley (wife 
of band mate Brian Coakley). Cadillac 
Tramps: Life On the Edge retraced the 
band’s journey from their shambolic 
beginnings in the late ’80s, when they were 
drug-addled teens and early twentysome- 
things who found salvation in one another 
while in rehab. Gaborno, guitarists Coak¬ 
ley and Johnny “Twobags” Wickersham, 


bassist Warren Renfro, and drummer 
Jamie Reidling started recording songs 
together in the early ’90s about the pitfalls 
of life and tales from the streets where they 
came of age. Never in their wildest dreams 
did they imagine anyone would care. But, 
as it turned out, a lot of people did. 

Their mix of punk, swamp blues, and 
sleazy rock & roll inspired by bands such 
as Thelonious Monster produced five 
albums, countless national tours and a 
loyal fan base at home in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. OC’s diehard love for the Tramps’ 
sound is still strong, symbolic of our local 
underground scene, which has always 
championed diversity, giving the finger 
to the county’s suburban, cookie-cutter 
stereotype. “It was great with the Cadil¬ 
lac Tramps,” Gaborno says. “Even though 
we all come from the same scene, when 
we come together, we were like, 'Why 
don’t we try what we like at the moment?’ 
Orange County is a very open-minded 
scene; it may have changed over the years, 
but it’s still a little bit of everything.” 

Gaborno has also made immeasurable 
contributions through his other bands— 
from punk-rock jesters Manic Hispanic 
to the X Members and his blues band 
Santos Y Sinners. His boundless energy is 
the life force of every project he has ever 
touched. It’s even more amazing consider¬ 
ing his blue-collar background. When we 
called him, he mentioned that despite the 
dire stage of his cancer, he still works as a 
concrete inspector, taking days off when 
his health doesn’t permit him to get out 
of bed. “I’m taking time off as I need it,” 


he says. “There have been a lot of cases 
where I’ve said, 'Sorry, I can’t work,’ and 
everyone’s been totally cool about it.” 

Aside from performing, Gaborno says 
the two main things keeping him going 
are his faith in God and the love he has for 
his 6-year-old son. Though he was one of 
the last guys who would consider praying 
to God in his hard-partying 20s, Gaborno 
says, his religion is now a calming force, 
that at this stage in his life, it has allowed 
him to learn to be thankful for everything 
he has. The high he used to get from drugs 
and partying is now eclipsed by the joy 
of watching his son play Little League on 
Saturday afternoons. “I’m that ridiculous 
dad climbing the backstop and coaches 
are telling him to shut up,” he says. “I’m 
absolutely in love with my son. I’m so 
blessed and so lucky. Even to hang out and 
celebrate with my friends [at Alex’s Bar]— 
what a blessing. Who could ask for more?” 

In the face of death, Gaborno’s laugh¬ 
ter is now about more than just brash 
bravado. It’s about understanding that 
his true greatness comes from playing 
each show as if it’s his last. Even though 
it won’t make it any easier for us when 
Gaborno is gone, hopefully those who love 
and respect him are thankful to have him 
now, living in the moment, as tough and 
funny and iconic as he ever was. 

“Hey, man, don’t lose your faith and 
keep your dukes up,” he says. “Who 
knows, with that combination of strength, 
maybe I make 52, maybe I make 53. It’s 
really not up to me.”

Trash Talk’s Lee Spielman opens a store for wayward punk

W hen Lee Spielman’s not 
stage diving off who 
knows what, you can 
find him at his new shop, 
Babylon in Los Angeles, where you can 
buy anything from clothing and pins to 
art and zines to skate decks. An entire 
wall covered in a vibrant mural done by 
Bob’s Burgers illustrator Jay Howell is 
highlighted by the place’s minimalist look. 
Behind the register is a black wall with 
Spielman’s band Trash Talk’s upside- 
down-peace-sign logo lit up. In the back is 
a bowl to skate in. Spielman doesn’t care if 
you don’t spend any money here, so long 
as you have a good time. 

“It’s not really all about retail and what 
we can sell,” he says, sitting on the pave¬ 
ment next to the bowl and watching teen¬ 
agers attempt to land tricks. “It’s more 
community-based—like, what can we give 
back and what can people come here and 
learn? Everyone growing up has places 
where they go that help shape who they 
become as a young adult and shit. I hope 
[Babylon] can kind of be that.” 

The Trash Talk front man took a two- 
year break from the band to build his 
dream, and Spielman hopes to replicate 
the idea behind Babylon in different cit¬ 
ies around the globe. But first, he and 
Trash Talk are heading out on a North 
American tour, starting at Anaheim’s 
Chain Reaction on Tuesday. “[Chain 
Reaction] kind of always has a little 
special place in our hearts because it’s a 
place that we had some of our first crazy 
shows out of town,” Spielman says. “It’s 
definitely a venue that’s helped nurture a 


lot of punk and hardcore bands.” 

Trash Talk’s fast paced, aggressive 
sound can be attributed to Spielman’s 
self-proclaimed “spastic” personality 
and passion for punk music. He was 
only 17 years old when the band formed 
in Sacramento in 2005. At that time, he 
never envisioned going to college and felt 
opposed to having a 9-to-5 job, as he felt 
doing so would lead to an uninteresting, 
routine schedule that would dampen his 
creative aspirations. 

In true DIY fashion, Trash Talk 
released their self-titled album through 
their own record label, Trash Talk Collec¬ 
tive. Years later, the band signed onto Odd 
Future Records as the label’s first non¬ 
hip-hop outfit. “I think we opened up to a 
whole new audience of people,” Spielman 
says. “We get kids who come to shows 
who exclusively like punk, and they see 
a rapper, so they leave or they love it and 
vice versa.... It’s kind of cool to bring 
them together through music.” 

Spielman says the band have new music 
they plan on releasing soon. But between 
running a label, maintaining a shop, mak¬ 
ing music and touring, one wonders how 
Spielman does it all. 

“We’re all humans; we all have a brain,” 
Spielman says. “Don’t let anyone tell you 
[that] you can’t do something, and if you 
truly believe in it, you’ll figure out a way 
to get it done.”

A fter having earned degrees in engineer¬ 
ing and business, respectively, brothers 
Nate and Travis Wheeland discovered that the 
careers associated with those diplomas were 
not particularly fulfilling for them. They did, how¬ 
ever, serve an ironic function. "What we learned 
was how much we don't like the corporate world 
and how much we don't like someone telling us 
that they're going to give us two weeks of our life 
back [for] vacation," Travis says. And that led the 
brothers to pursue music full-time and around 
the country, even to the Caribbean, on a mission 
to spread good vibes. 

The Wheeland Brothers' SoCal reggae-rock 
shows and recorded output are testaments to 
the reflective journey they thrive on sharing 
with people. "When I go out and play a show, 

I'm constantly trying to seek [the answers to 
the questions] 'Who am I' and 'How can I give 
more of the good parts of what I have to offer to 
people?"' Travis says. 

The long-haired surfertempers and feeds his 
exploratory path by coloring it with plenty of fun. 
"We do a lot of sneaking down to the beach and 
having bonfires," he says. "I feel like it's partially 
our role to show civilization a good time and to 
break the rules in a way that's responsible." 

One of their goals as artists is to challenge 
other people to breakfree of their complacent 
lifestyles, just as they did. But even though 
escaping the banalities of life is essential, people 
still have to be responsible."lt's not about party¬ 
ing," Travis says. "It's not about how crazy you 
can get.... It's about feeding into people's lives 
and building a community of friends that can all 
say,'My life is amazing.'" 

The brothers' goal is not to have a big man¬ 
sion on a hill; rather, they are more interested in 


the journey. Along the way, however, there have 
been plenty of rewards. "Music has brought me 
into a lot of different people's lives, [taken me 
to] a lot of different places, and has made me a 
lot more tolerant as a person," Travis says. "[It's 
made me] a lot more open to the idea that there's 
always something you can learn from every 
person that you meet." 

Much of this is reflected in their latest album, 
Lost in the Key of Sea, which was recorded 
mostly at Hurley Studios in Costa Mesa, the 
principal exception being the vocals, which were 
recorded atTreehouse Studio, which is the Baja 
beach hut-decorated studio the brothers built in 
Travis' house. "We [write our songs] as more of 
a journaling of life rather than a job where we sit 
down and write a song," Travis explains. As for 
the tonal spectrum of the album's material, he 
adds, "It has songs like daytime sunshine; it has 
songs that are kind of like nighttime soul-search¬ 
ing. It has songs that are kind of about meeting 
yourself where you're at or thinking about the 
distant horizon." 

Earlier this month, the band celebrated the 
album's release with a show at SeaLegs On the 
Beach. The venue was perfect for the brothers. 
"We [were] trying to make the ultimate Whee¬ 
land Brothers show, and for us, that's a big bon¬ 
fire beach jam on the sand," Travis says. Though 
the songs may be new, the message behind them 
is the same as when they started: "[We hope] the 
music will bring us all together, and then send 
us all out [either] faster in a good direction we're 
going or maybe turn us [toward] a direction that 
we need to go."
